In 'a Baltimore press con- 
ference, Mathias, a . member

When asked by Buckley if 
there were reason to fear that* 
leaks have undercut the will- 
ingness of foreign govern- 
ments to work with American 
intelligence agencies, Schle-; 

singer replied there is “more 
than reason to fear. 

“I think that we recognize 
that the sources of informa- 
tion coming into the CIA have 
been dramatically reduced in 
both liaison relationships and 
in relation to jthe willingness 
of foreign governments to 
\vork with our. intelligence 
people, and that is an inevita- 
ble result of these kinds of in- 
vestigations,” Schlesinger 
said. 
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
